New deal for the people of the post-war era is outlined 
in resolutions dealing with unemployment, labor and econ-| 
omic problems that were adopted by the joint caucus of 
Social Credit members of parliament and the Alberta Legis- 
lature at the Legislative Buildings Thursday afternoon. 


Under the 
James Hartley, M.L.A., Macleod, | 
deputy speaker of the legislature, 
the *caucus sat through until 
Thursday night.

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Russ Defence 
At Stalingrad 
Holding Nazis

MOSCOW, Oct. 30.—(AP)— 
Red Army tanks won a battle of 
armored forces.to maintain Stal- 
ingrad’s defence lines and Soviet 
troops regained another height in 
the west Caucasus, but numeri- 
cally-superior invaders compelled 
a retreat in the Nalchik sector for 
the second successive day, the 
Russians said today. 

Sixteen tanks of a German as- 
sault force were declared destroyed 
by tread-tracked Soviet machines 
barring their way in a Stalingrad 
factory area and the others with- 
drew, the noon communique said. 

Although a German detachment 
drove up 50 to 100 yards to the 
edge of a factory ground during a 
costly assault by a tank-supported 
infantry division yesterday and 
fierce fighting continued in this 
67th day of the siege, it was an- 
nounced that “all attacks were re- 
pulsed and Soviet troops are firmly 
holding their positions.” 


HEIGHT CAPTURED 

Capture of a height in the coun- 
ter-attacks northwest of Tuapse, a 
key Black Sea port menaced by a 
Nazi pincers, was announced with- 
out detail, 

Heavy losses were declared suf- 
fered by the Germans on the new 


battlefield about Nalchik, in the 
Central Caucasus, 50 miles south- 
west of Mozdok. 

The communique said: Our 
troops defended their positions 
against large numbers of enemy 
tanks. In one sector in the Nal- 
chik area the enemy succeeded 
in pressing our units back.”

CAIRO, Oct. 30.—(AP)— 
Britain’s 8th army has driven 
deeper into the Axis’ E] Ala- 
mein line defences in conjunc- 
tion with a ceaseless Allied air 
offensive taking steadily 
heavier toll in the enemy’s 
rear, official reports from the 
front announced today. 

At the end of the first week of 
the offensive to decide the fate 
of the Mediterranean, however, 

neither side apparently was ready 
to throw its main armored forces 
into the struggle — neither the 
British to exploit their gains nor 
the Germans to plug the men- 
acing gaps in their lines. 
_Infantry was emphasized in a 
British communique which dealt 
mostly with the damaging blows on 
the Axis from the air and reported 
the land action in these four sen- 
tences: 

“During the night of Oct. 28-29 
our infantry extended gains in 
ground formerly held by the 
enemy. A further number of Ger- 
man prisoners was taken. 

“There were minor engagements 
with enemy armored troops yester- 
day on whom casualties were in- 
flicted. 

“Fighting continues.” 


GERMANS CAPTURED 

A communique announcing the 
new advances by the land forces 
also reported that a number of 
German prisoners had been taken. 

Opposing armored troops en- 
gaged in minor clashes yesterday in 
which casualties were inflicted on 
the enemy, the bulletin said. 

The announcement indicated 
that British authorities were fol- 
lowing the tactics to which they 
have adhered for the most part 
in the present campaign, attack- 
ing at night and consolidating 
their gains during the daylight 
hours. 

The communique did not specify 
the extent of the advances or the 
sectors in which they occurred, 
merely reporting that “during the 
night of Oct. 28-29 our infantry ex- 
tended gains in ground formerly 
held by the enemy.” 


CEASELESS ATTACKS 

The bulletin told of ceaseless 
aerial attacks by day and night on 
Axis airfields and advanced posi- 
tions. 

Dispatches from the front indi- 
cated British forces gradually were 
getting into position to strike at 
the enemy’s main force, but it may 
be a week before a crucial test of 
armored strength develops. 

The race to feed American- 
made implements of war into the 
Middle East remains, meanwhile, 
one of the little-known phases of 
the struggle. 

Eight months ago there was com- 
paratively little American activity 
in this part of the world. Today 
there is a different picture. A 
United States military mission 
headed by Maj.-Gen, Russell L. 
Maxwell, arrived in Cairo last No- 
vember and since the engineers 
and technicians have completed 
large supply installations, con- 
structed port facilities, carved 
bases in the jungle and desert, 
built roads, outfitted machine shops 
and opened new supply routes,

It is announced at Washington that the 
Alaska highway is now open for traffic 
throughout its entire Iength, and that 
trucks are already moving equipment and 
supplies to northern posts along the 1,671 
miles of new road. They will be employed, 
it is said, in thousands throughout the 
winter; which suggests how important the 
highway is and will be in developing and 
supporting the defence system in Alaska, 
the Yukon and northern British Columbia. 

The quick accomplishment of this great 
undertaking makes it difficult for out- 
siders to realize that the highway is 
actually “in being.’ That will be par- 
ticularly difficult for those who three 
months ago predicted that the route was 
ar impracticable series of muskegs and 
the job would never be finished. 

An interesting part of the announce- 
ment is that “plans are already under way 
to bring loads of strategic materials on 
their (the trucks) return trips.” If it can 
thus be made a two-way war road, the 
new highway will be doubly important to 
the United States, to Canada--and in- 
cidentally to Edmonton. 
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Vermilion Oil Operations 


It is reported that when certain storage 
pits have been filled to e-pacity, produc- 
tion in the Vermilion oil field will be dis- 
continued. 

Splendid progress has been made in 
developing this area and it was coming 
into production at a rate of seven thou- 
sand barrels a month, at a time when oil 
is vital to our war effort. 

It is tragic therefore that the refinery 
should be closed down and pumping should 
be discontinued in a period of grave 
scarcity. 

This oil was being produced ‘at a cost of 
90 cents a barrel. The cessation of opera- 
tions is ascribed to the faet that the spread 
between the cost and the allowed selling 
price was not sufficient. As a matter of 
fact, it is said, after the o11 was processed 
and sold at $1.15, the company was losing 
40 cents a barrel. 

If oil is as scarce as we are told, these 
thousands of barrels per month should 
not be permitted to lie idle, The oil is 
there. It should be used. 

A few cents more per barrel would 
produce the oil and keep tue field alive. Tt 
would put the fuel to work in the war 
effort. 

Action to adjust these prices should be 
taken at once. . 


Anniversaries 
Anniversaries occurred thfs week in 
two classic lands; lands where popular 
government had its beginnings—-and has 
now ceased to exist. Italians recalled that 
twenty years ago Mussolini and his Fas- 
cists marched on Rome and seized power 
by force. The Greeks remembered that 
just two years ago Il Duce launched his 
army in unprovoked war against them. 

In neither country was the anniversary 
celebrated. It was only commemorated, in 
bitterness of spirit. For in both there is 
nationwide misery and gloom, In Italy 
actual physical hardship is less keen or 
general, but it is doubtful in which the dis- 
tress of mind is more acute. 

Both countries are under an alien mas- 
ter, Italy no less than Greece, For both the 
word of Hitler is law, his soldiers hold the 
key points, his gestapo agents snoop 
everywhere, The two nations have been re- 
duced, through the perfidy and the stupid- 
ity of Mussolini, to a common level of im- 
potence and woe. 

But there is this difference. The 
Greeks have suffered in a just cause. They 
only took arms te defend themselves, and 
they fought with a valor worthy of their 
history. They hold the respect, sympathy 
an admiration of the world. Their freedom 
will come back to them. Their future is in 
the keeping of their Allies, 

The Italians have suffered for the sins 
of their ruler, and must suffer still more 
heavily. Their colonies have been taken 
from them. Tlieir sons have died in scores 
of thousands at the bidding of Hitler. They 
are openly despised by their masterful ally 
and have nothing to hope even from vic- 
tory. Italy has not now a national friend 
in the world. 

The Greeks know that justice is on 
their side and will restore them to their 
rightful place. The Italians know that re- 
tribution is on their trail and will punish 
them for the crimes committed in their 
name, The anniversary of the Fascist 
march is a milestone on the road to Italy's 
ruin, The anniversary of the onslaught 
upon Greece is a milestone on the road to 
Greek liberation. 
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Buying Dollars 


Will the war bonds be paid? The ques- 
tion has been asked many times since the 
terrific cost of the war began to dawn upon 
the Allied peoples; usually asked with an 
implication that the bonds will not, or can- 
not, be paid and that the buyers will be 
poorer by the amounts they invest. 

Canadians, asked to buy Victory Loan 
Bonds, are entitled to ask themselves this 
question, not cynically but as a matter of 
ordinary prudence, They must also ask 
where else they could put their savings 
with greater assurance that these will 
not be lost.

Bonds would only become unpayable 
if everything in the country became worth- 
less, for everything in the country is mort- 
gaged to pay off the bonds when they fall 
due and to pay the interest on them at the 
stated intervals. 

There is no other use that any person 
in Canada can make of his money where 
it will be safer than if he invests it in Vic- 
tory Loan Bonds. To keep the money in- 
tact, in the bank or in the pocket, is not 
by any means as safe; for money, whoever 
has it, is pledged to pay the bonds, and 
will have to be handed over for, that pur- 
pose in whatever amounts are required. 

Buying a bond is buying dollars to be 
delivered at a stated time in the future. 
As the nation could not live without dol- 
lars, the situation can never arise in which 
dollars to pay off the bonds do not exist.

guaranteed a basic income apart 
from work and wages. It was pro- 
posed this income be derived 
from non-contributory pensions, 
family allowances and other 
forms of social dividends “suffi- 
cient to assure economic security 
with freedom, and that this por- 
tion of the national income be 
financed by debt-free money 
created by the state.” 

A clause in this resoluti6n also 
urged that the principle of equal 
pay for equal work be recognized 
and the right of all labor to collec- 
tive bargaining be established by 
law

Fire Destroys 
Lamont Mill: 
Loss $30,000 


The Lamont milling company 
building was destroyed by fire, 
Thursday, at an estimated loss of

—War's high mortality rate of

Bone Disease 


Cure ts Found sues 


In Vitamin D¥ 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 

STr LOUIS, Oct. 30.—(AP)—Dis- 
covery of a possible effect of vita- 
min D, a bone action which re- 
sembles bricklaying, was reported 
to the annual meeting of the Ameri- | 
can Public Health Association yes- 
terday. 

The bricks are the tiny crystals, | 
so small that only X-rays distin- | 
guish them, which form human and 
animal bones. The vitamin seems 
able to line them up just as a | 
bricklayer places bricks all parallel 
in a wall. When disease twists these 
bone bricks out of line, the vitamin 
appears to turn them in proper 
alignment. 


ADDITIONAL EFFECTS 

The report was made by Dr. C. I. 
Reed and Dr. P. B. Reed of the 
University of Tlinois College of 
Medicine at Chicago. The bone 
crystal action indicates that vita- 
mins can have additional effects to 
the metabolism control heretofore 
assigned to them. 

Normally in the long bones, that 
is legs and arms, the crystals all 
point the same, and the position 
is that of autos travelling a long, 
straight highway without turning 
off. But the erystals turn, like 
autos coming in from a side 
street, during the common dis- 
ease, rickets. 

In this disease the bones become 
soft and likely to bend. Vitamin D 
and good diet is the standard rem- 
ledy. But the Illinois doctors dis- 
covered, through the X-ray, that 
ordinarily on recovery the bone 
crystals remain permanently set at 
the cross-street angle. 


PROVED SUCCESS 

The very best diets failed to re- 
arrange the bone crystals in their 
original positions. But twice now 
a poor diet. supplemented by 
plenty of vitamin D, has turned the 
crystals to the lengthwise positions 
to a large degree, indicating the 
vitamin was apparently the main 
factor,

If, as Mr. Willkie insisted 
In Chungking the other day, 
the time has come for an all- 
out armed offensive by the 
United Nations, then certain- 
lv the time has come too for 
an all-out political offensive. 

Most of our experts at home 
and abroad are urging it. Mr. 
Willkie’s trip around the world 
apparently convinced him of its 
urgency. “This war,” he said, “is 
hot simply a technical problem 
for task forces, It is also a war 
for men’s minds.” 

But we are not pressing that war. 
We are not even preparing to do 
so, We are not even as far along in 
our preparations as we were in the 
fourth year of the last war. Then, 
in 1918, the Allied armies in the 
West forced a decision by the 
weight of arms. But it is doubtful 


if they could have done so had not} 


the German and Austro-Hungarian 
home fronts been softened up by 
the deadly effectiveness of our Wil- 
fonian propaganda. 


SIMILAR TO 1918 

As regards the enemy's home 
fronts, we ‘are confronted today 
with an opportunity very similar to 
the one we seized so successfully 
in 1918. If the President and Mr 


Churchill are too busy with strictly | 
military affairs, perhaps they could} 


delegate the job of again seizing 
the opportunity to others, though, 
as we shall see, they must make 
the first move. 

Let us try to compare, realisti- 
tally, if briefly, the situation be- 
hind the enemy lines in 1918 and 
today. In 1918 the subject races of 
Austria-Hungary were seething 
with revolt. But their disaffection, 
their ability to sabotage, their po- 
tential explosive power was. noth- 
ing compared to that of the occu- 
pied peoples under Hitler today 
Unlike the Poles, Czechs, Serbs, 
Croats and Rumanians under the 
old Austro-Hungarian yoke, the 
conquered peoples today are citi- 
zens of highly organized nations 
which were free only yesterday. 
Their bitterness, their feeling of 
hate and revenge, their willingness 
to risk everything to stab their 
present rulers in the back, and 
their national unity make them 
much stronger potential Allies for 
us than did the subjugated groups 
in the last war. 


Besides, because of radio com-| 


munications and the airplane, we 
can communicate with them much 
more quickly and efficiently than 
we could in the last war 

By the summer of 1918, Austria- 

Hungary had become a millstone 
around Germany’s.neck. But does 
not Italy occupy roughly that 
position today? We know some- 
thing of the Italians’ disillusion- 
ment with the war, their longing 
for peace, their hatred of the Ger- 
mans. 

Tt would be a mistake, I think, 
to assume that the home-front in 
Germany is as shaken today as it 
was in the early fall of 1918. There 
is more food. And general morale 
is no doubt somewhat higher. But 
the sudden change-in the whole 
fone of German propaganda for 
home consumption recently indi- 
cates, as I ventured to suggest last 
week, that German morale is begin- 
ning to deteriorate. 


BEGIN TO DOUBT 


After being absolutely certain for 
three long years that they would 
win this war, the German people, 
at the commencement of the fourth 
war year, are beginning to have 
their doubts, This is a fact of the 
first importance, one that our psy- 
chological warfare experts should 
strive to take advantage of. If they 
doubt this judgment of the Ger- 
man position, let them compare, 
as I have done, what was said, 
written and broadcast in Germany 
in the-four successive Octobers of 
this war. 


If then the conditions behind the 
enemy lines cry out for political 
action and present us with oppor- 
tunities that will not endure for- 
ever, so does the situation of our 
Allies and our potential Allies, es- 
pecially in the East. We are faced 
at this inoment with the momentous 
cholce of winning over to our side 
about three-quarters of the human 
race who want us to triumph in 
this war and who can greatly help 
us to triumph, or of losing them. 

So far, as Mr. Willkie pointed 
out, we have done little to win 
them over. We are bungling ‘this 
all-important job in a way that 
defies the imagination, 

Confined to narrow horizons as 
most of us are, we have no idea of 
how suspicious the billion people of 
Russia, the Middle and Far East are 
of Anglo-American motives and 
purposes in this war. To put it truly, 
if bluntly, they simply do not trust 
us, Perhaps they are wrong. Per- 
haps they should trust us. But until 
they do, until we can make them, 
we are fighting this war under a 
tremendous — and unnecessary — 
handicap. 


TOTAL WEAKNESS 


Mr. Willkie has experienced this 
fatal weakness in our position bet- 
ter than any other American for the 
g00d reason that he {s the only one 
of our leaders who has recently 
seen it at first hand. He stated the 
problem very succinctly in Chung- 
king. The peoples he had seen, he 
said, “want a chance at the end of 
the war to live in liberty and inde- 
pendence.

In some 
cases action wiil be necessary, in 
others iron-clad guarantees given 
by the United Nations, in others 
constant communication by radio 
and pamphlets, Action? Iron-clad 
guarantees? What kind? 

If Syria is freed, as promised, the 
effect will be momentous through- 
out the East, but even pro-Allied 
Frenchmen will resent it, unless 
someone else’s colony is freed at 
the same time. It the British try to 
retake Burma this year or next, it 
will remove a very deep suspicion, 
however ill-founded, in China that 
Great Britain prefers to leave 
Burma momentarily in Japanese 
hands in the belief that a defeated 
Japan after the war would have to 
return Burma to the Empire while 
a Burma reconquered now mainly 
with Indian and Chinese troops

India itself has received many 
promises of freedom in the last 
twenty-five years but Mr. Willkie 
certainly had India in mind when 
he said: “We must set up firm 
time tables under which they can 
work out and train governments

And in order to draw the United 
Nations more closely together we 
need in some places diplomatic re- 
presentatives of greater stature, 
men who will personally believe 
in our new aims and who—to put it 
negatively—will not have contempt 
for the peoples and the countries 
to which they are accredited, 


THIS WAR NOT FIRST 


This strange, unprecedented war 
is not the first, of course, for men’s 
minds. The Thirty Years’ War was 
essentially that. But it was limited 
to Germany and Central Europe 
and the means of getting to men's 
minds then were nothing as com- 
pared to today. One thoughtful 
American who has seen most of 
the fronts in this. war, including 
the biggest one of all, the Russian, 
told this correspondent he thought 
that despite the maguitude of the 
military fask that lies before us, 
by far the biggest job was to win 
the political battle. So far we 
have done no better in this field 
than in the strictly military.
